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CHAPTER 254. 
AN ACT to authorize the city of Milwaukee to 

change the grade of streets. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in sen ate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. The common council of the city of Common coun. 
Milwaukee is hereby authorized and empowered ;irlargaYotalter 
by ordinance, to revise, alter, change and estab- street

lish the grade of all streets, alleys and sidewalks 
from Grand avenue to Vliet street, and from the 
Milwaukee river to Ninth street in the Second and 
Fourth wards of said city; and thereupon from 
time to time in its discretion, to cause the same 
to be graded or otherwise improved in conformity 
to the grades thus permanently established. 

SECTION 2. The benefits arising from such Damages and 
change and uniform grade, shall be deemed a benefits.
